ST. Louis, June 12.— Up to 11 'o'clock 


tonight the Republican committee bad 
taken action upon contests involving 
nioetj-eii eeata for the forthcoming na- 
tional convention, leaving aereiity still 
to be passed upon. Of these ninety-six, 
thirty-Blx were diepoaed of today. These 
thirty-elx included the contests on the 
delegatea-at-large from Delaware^Louis- 
Sana end Arizona, and diatrict delegates 
from Virginia, Mississippi and Louisi- 
ana. There waa special interest in the 
contest horn Delaware between the Ad- 
dicks and Higgiafl factions. The pro- 
ceedings in this contest were of a very 
spirited character, and the remarks 
made by Senator Higgins and Mr. Ad- 
dicks were very personal aud acrimoni- 
ous. In this case neither delegation; was 
seated. 


In the Arizona contests the members 


cl each delegation were awarded a half 
seat each. Of the sixteen delegates 
•seated from Louisiana, five were for 
Reed and the others for McKinley. 


• The committee voted to proceed to- 
morrow in the contests in the order 
reached, whether the parties at interest 
are present or not. 


When the afternoon session opened 


today

called, but ex-Senator Biggins, heading 
•one of the Delaware delegations, asked 
that it nhould be postponed until the 
arrival of Mr. Addicts, who heads the 
other delegation.

EVENING bESSION. 


Six Delegates to be Allowed from 


Each Territory. 


The evening eeaiionwu opened with 


a discussion of the number' of delegates 
which should be allowed in the conven- 
tion to the territories. 


Mr. Catron of New Mexico* moved 


that the names of six delegates be 
placed on the roll from each of the ter- 
ritories,of. Arizona,..New'Jtfexico. and 
Oklahoma, and Mr. Clayton offered an 
imondment suggesting that the commit- 
tee recommend to tbe convention to add 
four to tbe Indian Territory delegation, 
eo aa to give that territory aii, which 
waa accepted by Mr. Catron. J£x-8en- 
ator Carey p! Wyoming supported the 
notion, urging liberal treatment for the 
territories. The motion as amended 
•as adopted. 
On motion of Senator Thureton, the 


committee adopted a resolution recom- 
nending that the varioua atate delega- 
liona must not later than Monday next 
elect their meuibere of the convention 
Mjramitwe in order to prevent delay iu 
tbo convention.* 


These preliminaries being diapoaad of, 


ihe Delaware contest waa taken up. 
There are aix delegates at large from 
,h.B etate and no district delegates, the 
entire etate being embraced in one con- 
freeatonal diatrict. One of the delega- 
,iona, claiming to be tbe regular one, is 
leaded by ex-tienator Anthony Higgina 
and the other by Hon. 3. Edward Ad- 
dicks, Tne contest haa aroused much 
interest on account of the prominence of 
tho loaders and the sharp contest which 
has been waged between them for years, 
SB well as because of the events of the 
campaign which haa resulted iu the 
present contest. 


The time for the presentation of this 


caee was increased to twenty minutes for 
each aide.

CINCINNATI, June 12. — Senator

Mrs. Teller remained here tonight while 
en route from Washington to St. Louie. 
They resume their journey tomorrow. 


Senator Teller wae interviewed by the 


Enquirer, the free silver organ, as fol- 
lows: 


"What do you think the Republicans 


will do at St. Louis, Senator?" 


"I think that McKinley will be the 


nominee on a cold standard platform." 


In that event what will yon do?" 
I do not wieh to make any statement 


further than that which is already on 
record. 
When the Republican state

Weare buying largely from the South 


American elates, but wo do not neem to 
be able to sell them a tithe of what we 
should. Tfaev aru njaintaioiDg a repub- 
lican form of eovornment, and were a 
foreign monarchy to attempt to make 
conquBDl of either one of them an ftp- 
peat would quickly be made to the 
United States for armed intervention; 
but when it cones to commerce they are 
perfectly willing that we should buy 
their products, and they are equally 
willing to pass by on t.be other side ol 
us and buy their merchandise in Europe. 
Something should be done to remedy 
thid injustice to our merchanteand man- 
ufacturers.— .S. F. Call 


Tho reciprocity feature of the Repub- 


lican protective aystorn is the moans by 
which the trade of our Bister republics 
of the south may be diverted from for- 
eign channels to tho United States. Tbe 
trade balances should not bo against UB 
with South American republics, and i 
will not long be BO if we establish in 
connection with a protective tariff recip- 
rocal trade relations with them. 


The rapid caina wnich we made in our 


exporte to Brazil during tho compara- 
tively brief period that the reciprocity 
clause of the tariff was ID effect fully 
demonstrated the advantages which 
may be realized under that system. 
Statistics ehow that during one year 
from the time a treaty was effected with 
Brazil under the McKinley law our 
principal articles of export 
to thai 


country were nearly doubled in volume 
and jn eonie instances were more than 
doubled.

But it 
was noticeable that, while tliey an- 
nounced, they continued to ficbt the 
dead "fallacy." Their organs were no 
lew pereistent in announcing that it 
was a fallacy, and their "eound money 
literature was sent to editors all over 
tbe country, eometimes to be published 
and fiometimee to add to tbe contents of 
waste paper basketfl. If they were, cor- 
rect in their announcement, they were 
kicking a corpse, which IB an unusual 
proceeding, but they kicked not the 
lew. 


Bat OB time has paaied on it hu be- 


come more and more apparent that if 
tbe silver "fallacy" ia dead, the "re- 
maina" display an unwonted amount of 
activity. A livelier corpse never refueed 
to be buried. The West is eo nearly a 
unit In advocating tbe free coinage of 
the white metal that only in ono or two 
states baa any party failed to declare for 
it. In thtfl atate Republicans, ropuliats 
and Prohibition iet8 have free 'silver 
plaukfl in their platforms, and the 
Democracy will follow their euit. The 
South is only a degree IEBB united than 
tbe West in its demand for silver. In 
brief, BO far as tbe financial question IB 
concerned, it ie the East against the 
Weet and South.

against the borrower, the absorber 
against the absorbed. 


This dead "fallacy" has turned the 


great Damoiratic party against Us nat- 
ural leader, and it even baa divided the 
Prohibition party ot morals into warring 
factions. It has iufueed the breath of 
life into the new Silver party, and has 
caused the Populists to cast but a few lin- 
gering glances at the fiat money of their 
love. Were the Republican party not 
aasarad of victory in the approaching 
eleuiion, it is impossible for any pereon 
to aajWiow seriously it might not have 
beaa affected by tbe financial question, 
for the faith of many a Republican in 
the white metal IB only second to his 
fa th ia protection, and it is bis belief 
that ia voting his party ticket he will 
help to insure euch protection thatiiolds 
him ia line.

A "lallacy" which produces such re- 


Baits as this is not very dead. On tho 
contrary, it u very much alive. The 
growth of the eentiment in favor of the. 
free coinage of silver ia nomethiog 
Barpriiing even t) its advocates. It u 
but a brief lime oince the people really 
began to realise the enormity of the pro- 
gram to give to a few men the manage- 
ment ot the world's money supply, yet 
already that tealiiation unites great 
maaeet of people and threatens the ex- 
istence of a party that has lived through 
a notary. It ii a etrange "fallacy" 
which produce! inch results, and the 
cry that it ia dead, even while its won' 
derfnl effect li witnessed, is in brazen 
defiance of troth. The demand for iil- 
Tfir ia not dead nor dying. On the con- 
trary, it ia vigoroaaly alive, and it IB only 
a question of time until the national 
lawmakers will be compelled to heed it.

aimed that he did not know Timmins 
as an officer. 
Ramer waa taken away and hie 
onnde were washed and dressed, alter 
hlch he took hia departure tip tbe 
treet. His face wan severely bruised 
nd he received several blows on tb« 
own of the head while he waa retreat* 
g across the street. It is not believed 
he injuries will be of a more serious na- 
ure than to leave scars, which, perhaps, 
ill always be visible.

The trouble crew out of the alleged tbe f 
persecution and slander o£ a young lady next. 
chool teacher of this county, named 
lisa Gertrude Hayes. T. K. N orris is 
er brother-in-law, and she reported to 
im that Kamer waa not only forcing 
is unwelcome attentions upon her, but 
ad used gross and Insulting language to 
er and had in various ways barraesed 
nd annoyed her. She had endured it 
or a time, but finally was compelled to 
mke the situation known to her bro- 
ler-in-law, and the fracas of yenterday 
-Be the result. 
The history of the matter from the 
rat acquaintance of Mies Hayes with 
Ir. Rainer was about as follows, as it 
was learned from Mr. Norris, Miss 
Hayes and from Mark Walser, who has 
jeen retained to defend Norrie. 


Two years ago Miss Hayes came to 


Fresno from Alameda county, and so- 
ured a echool three miles south ol 
Fresno and taught the full term. This 
chool was secured for her by M«-. 
vainer, who acted aa agent for obtain ing 
choola for teachers, for a portion ol tbo 
irBt month's oalarv. 
Last fall he procured her a school at 
day> 
Letcher and she taunht that, the term 
losing a short time ago. About a month 
eforo the close of tho term she received 
letter from Ramer, telling her that he

In a short time there Cflrae a 
Knock ou her room door, and when filic 
opened it, Kamer wan thorn, and with- 
out waitinK to be bidden, forced himself 
into tho room, shut the door, Blood with 
his back aRii'mst it, and beaan to abuao 
her, calling her names of the molt in- 
deccut and moulting character und 
threaten inn to ruin her name. She at- 
tempted to reach the hall to rmn up the 
hotel office, but ho would not permit 
her to come near the bell, but uoulmutitl 
to threaten und abuse her nulil ha 
wearied of it nnd took Iris departure. 


Htui could endure tho persecution no 


IUIIKCV, 8ml although she dreaded to do 
aiiy thing that would bring iiur namo 
bofore ilia public, she reeolvod to l»y 
l lid matter heforo her brother-in-law, 
T. E. Xorrie, who with hie wife, lives at 
tt-e Grand Cculrul hold.

That WIIB on Thursday. Mr. Norria 


heard her story, und not wishing to 
take- the ltiw into his own hands sent 
for Murk \Viilaer, to consult with him. 
Mr. Wfllser, in company with Mr. Nor- 


way Into her room at thcPlsasantpnand 
insulted and abused her. The date of 
the preliminary examination of Norris 
has not yet been set. 


Kamer is well .known to. the school 


trustees of this county. For a number 
of years he has been agent for books, 
desks, charts and other school supplies. 
He was for a long time, and may still 
be, agent for the Bancroft Company. A 
number of persons in Fresno say that 
this ii not the first time he has been 
charged with forcing his attention! 
upon girls. Once in the Barton a gen- 
tleman who sat behind him heard him 
make an indecent remark to a young 
lady who sat near him. She was evi- 
dently much annoyed and shocked by

The city school board Uet night SfK"'- 


Sed by thn votes ol TnuteeB Eilou, Mon- 
roe and Cuuimiugi it! intention not to 
re-employ City Superintendent He»ton. 
There wae a large attendance of citizens, 
among whom wai the committee of 
twenty-five appointed to present to the 
board the retolutione adopted at Thttrs- 
day'B mass meeting. Professor W. J. 
McNiel, teschci ol sciences, was also 
left off the list oi teachers for tho com- 
ing year. 


The board did not come together until 


8 o'clock. Chairman Eden stated that 
tbe purpose ol the meeting was the ee- 
lection of teachen tot the high school 
and a citv superintendent. The presi- 
dent then asked if any of the citizens 
present Had anything to say to the 


T.O. White then stepped forward and 


presented the resolutions adopted at the 
mass meeting ol Thursday. In present- 
tag the petition Mr. White stated that 
the mass meeting was composed of rep- 
resentative citizens who 
pay 
over 


one-h.ll of the tales 
of 
the city. 


Ae all the members of the board except- 
ing Mr. Church had read the entire 
resolutions in the KErrauCiS only the 
direct resolution was read. 
E. G. Chsddock spoke for Professor 


Heaton und urged the board to give re- 
•pectful consideration to tbe resolutions 
presented by tlieeommittee of twenty, 
five. H. C. Tapper and Mre. H.I/. 
Warner spoke to a similar purpose. 


Mrs. F. M. Miller spoke of Professor 


Heaton's reputation ae an educator and 
his influence with the pupile. Louis 
Einstein aesired th«tth.5 citizens should 
be apprised oi the reasons for not re- 
electing Professor Heaton. No answer 
was forthcoming and Monroe moved, 
seconded by OumminCT, that the boord 
proceed to 
ballot 
for 
high school 


teach <jrB. 
Trustee George E. Ohnrch jipoke in 


favor of Profeeeor Heaton. A year ajo 
he was willing to discharge the superin- 
tendent had the board been unammoue. 
This inclination wai due to peraonal 
irritation toward Prof. Heatoii, who in 
over-zeal in behalf of tbe schools would 
not consider that anyone else h»d opio- 
iono in the matters. This had been loss 
evident during tbe paat year. Now in 
cool deliberation, while not considering 
Mr. Heaton an ideal superintendent, 
Mr. Church thought that it would be 
undesirable to eoine extent to bring a 
new man here. 


AH to the feeling between Mr. Heaton 


and eome of the teachers, Mr. Church 
hftd made a thorough investigation, lie 
had visited all but three teachers and, 
with few exceptions all were in favor of 
the Buperintendent'a retention. These 
few cxceptlonH, however, were not of 
each a nature that they should be taken 
cognizance of b; the board. 


Oolla Ghieholm, ex-member of the 


board, aaid that it would be a "burning 
eaame" to diecbarae Mr. Heaton. 
' Trustee Catnminga then made a brief 
•statement. He had opposed Mr. Hea- 
ton lost rear from honest purpose. He 
had abided by the action of the board 
and for the past year had treated the 
Professor politely.
